To Bis Christian Majesty Bon Lutz I, King of Por¬ 
tugal : 

Wav it please the King, the undersigned, on be¬ 
half of the Committee of the British and Foreign 
Anti-Slavery Society, and of the friends of the 
anti-slavery cause in Great Britain, most respect- 
foiiT solicit permission to address yojir Majesty on 
thesubject of the abolition of slavefy and the slave 
hade throughout the possessions of Portugal. 
With a view to promote the extirpation of these 
evils it has been the custom of the committee to 
anneal from time to time to those personages upon 
whom rests the responsibilities of government, and 
whose misfortune it is to possess territories where 
slavery exists, and whence the slave trade is en¬ 
couraged. The committee in venturing to submit 
a few remarks on this subject, would render full 
justice to the well-known sentiments of your 
Majesty in relation to it. They rejoioe in the en¬ 
lightened and hiimang views your Majesty has pro¬ 
fessed, and which have been carried into effect in 
the instructions transmitted to the representatives, 
of the Portuguese Crown in its transmarine posses¬ 
sions. They believe that the existence of slavery 
in them, and the practice of slave-trading, are 
facts which your Majesty cannot but deeply de¬ 
plore ; and the committee have noticed, with ex¬ 
treme gratification, the initiatory measures which, 
according to report, have been projected at the in¬ 
stigation of your Majesty, to hasten the period 
when the Portuguese territories shall be freed 
from slavery. They believe, that in April, 1858, a 
royal decree was issued by the late King of Portu¬ 
gal, declaring that within twenty years from that 
time slavery should cease to exist within the do¬ 
minion of the Crown ; but no information has 
reached the committee of any steps having been 
taken to give effect to that decree. They presume, 
therefore, that the measures referred to in your 
Majesty’s speeches, on opening the Cortes in 1866 
and in'1867, relate to the speedier extinction of 
slavery than was contemplated when that decree 
was issued. The committee would dwell upon the 
remarkable and encouraging fact, as demonstrated 
bv the most recent experience, that the immediate 
abolition of slavery presents no insuperable diffi¬ 
culty, and can be effected without danger to the 
community. In the Dutch Colonies the super¬ 
vision of the freedmen, under government officials, 
has proved a mere empty form ; yet their libera¬ 
tion was not preceded by any preparatory stage. 
In the United States of America emancipation has 
been carried out on the most colossal scale,'under 
circumstances of unexampled difficulty, in the 
midst of a civil war of unprecedented magnitude 
and fierceness, and at a time when the passions of 
the slaveholders were excited to the utmost degree 
of violence and ferocity ; yet this great act of na¬ 
tional justice has resulted in no disturbance of the 
public peace on the part of the freedmen, who 
everywhere manifested ah earnest desire to labor, 
and to assume and perform their duties as peace¬ 
ful citizens. The dire distress which overwhelmed 
them like a deluge was indeed a calamity deeply to 
be lamented; but it was the result of the aban¬ 
donment, by the slave-owners, of the aged, the in¬ 
capable, and the young. The freedmen have now 
happily nearly passed through that terrible trans¬ 
ition state, and are rapidly settling down to con¬ 
tinuous occupation, under the guardianship of the 
state. The abolition of slavery in the French 
colonies was also effected peaceably, and without a 
period of probation. In the British colonies the 
Act of Emancipation took effect with the same 
gratifying results. The intermediate, or appren¬ 
ticeship, state, designed by a timid Legislature as 
a precautionary measure, proved so utter a failure, 
that those colonies which accepted it found them¬ 
selves compelled to abolish it by legislative enact¬ 
ment. It may, therefore, be safely predicated that 
slavery in the Portuguese possessions may be abol¬ 
ished with equal safety, and with equally benefi-

Mr. Albright solicited permission to submit the 
fact, that the freedmen of the United States were 
working in the most satisfactory manner. As Sec¬ 
retary to the National Freedmen’s Aid Union, he 
had been in correspondence with all the existing 
associations in England and the United States for 
assisting the freedmen,, and there was an unani¬ 
mous concurrence of testimony as to their fitness 
for immediate emancipation. It was in the power 
of one individual, who resolutely set his mind to 
the task, to accomplish much ; immeasurably more 
could he do in this matter who was also a King. 

Mr. Laboulaye read the address of the Comite 
Francais d’Emancipation, which was somewhat 
brief, and, in fact, an echo of the English address. 
The King replied in French, much to the same 
purpose as he had already done to the English de- ■ 
putation, renewing his assurance that the subject 
should have his serious attention. 

The deputation then withdrew.

There are bnt two States in the South where the 
negro population out .umbers the white—the States 
of South Carolina and Mississippi. In the other 
eight reconstructing States the whites are so largely 
in the majority that if they are outvoted it will be 
either because they refuse to register or because 
more are disfranchised than Congress intended. 
The following table gives estimates of population 
and voters for 1867, based on the census of 1860, 
without proper allowance for natural increase and 
for the losses during the war-:

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If all-were registered, the white majorities would 
be as follows: In Alabama,, 26,278; Arkansas, 
37,519 ; Florida, 4,388 ; Georgia, 32,599 ; Louisi¬ 
ana, 24,686 ; North Carolina, 48,596 ; Texas, 
45,000; Virginia, 39,540. The black majorities 
would be in Mississippi, 2,370; South Carolina, 
6,439. If in the eight States where whites are 
dominant disfranchisement is limited by the con¬ 
ditions of the Reconstruction bills, the white ma¬ 
jorities cannot he entirely wiped out, except pos¬ 
sibly in Florida. The Southern obstructionists 
assert that the registers reject a great many white 
men who are not legally disfranchised, and as there 
is no appeal from their decisions, that it is impos¬ 
sible for white men to obtain their rights. This 
may be true in some localities, but it is not likely 
that it is the general fact. There is no evidence of 
any such general purpose of the military command¬ 
ers to reduce the whites to a minority by unfair 
means, as the obstructionists allege. On the con¬ 
trary, they show every disposition to administer 
the law strictly and fairly. The disfranchisement 
of whites, therefore, which gives the negroes a ma¬ 
jority of voters in every State, except Arkansas, is 
voluntary. The whites refuse to register. If negro 
supremacy is established throughout the South, as 
now seems likely, it will be the fault of the whites 
themselves, who sullenly stand back and surrender 
their power because tuey dislike the conditions 
under which they are permitted to exercise it. If 
by registering and voting they endorsed these con¬ 
ditions, we might honor their pluck in standing 
out and bearing the consequences. But they do 
not endorse the Congressional scheme by voting 
under it. They merely go through with the pro¬ 
cess as an inevitable evil, and have full liberty to 
hate and denounce the scheme and its authors to 
their hearts’ content, and keep doing so until they 
are satisfied. No, the abdication of power by the 
whites is cowardly and inexcusable, and they will 
themselves share the responsibility of the conse¬ 
quences, whatever they may be. 

What the consequences of negro supremacy in 
the South are to be it is impossible to predict. 
George W. Kendall, of Texas, has written a letter, 
for the consolation of his white brethren, in which 
he predicts that the first colored vote will he the 
heaviest ever counted; that the negroes will not 
continue to take an interest in politics after the 
novelty of voting has passed away. There may be 
something in this, but the negroes and their white 
friends will frame the new Constitutions for the 
Southern States, and do the first legislating, and if 
they hold their present purpose and leadership, 
they will adopt the Tennessee system, and there 
will be a much more sweeping disfranchisement of 
white men than under the confiscation acts, and 
the imposition of such other disabilities as even 
Brownlow has not attempted. The Southern white 
men must see that those who hold the power at the 
start will have every inducement so to fix things 
that they can retain it, and although Congress is 
to pass upon the new constitutions before they can 
stand, there is no probability that that body will 
require any greater leniency towards ex-rebels in 
the other States than in Tennessee. They will ac¬ 
cept the constitutions made as true expressions of 
the popular will, and it will be a long time before 
the white men of the South can hope for any 
change. If they mean to have any voice in their 
State governments for the next dozen years they 
will do well to register and vote now. It may be 
their last chance. 

SLAVE APPRENTICESHIP. 

The following interesting article, taken from 
Zion’s Herald, we commend to all who deem the 
condition of the Freedmen as not needing their 
consideration : 

As we came out of the church an old man bare¬ 
footed, bnt with a pair of shoes tied together by the 
strings and slung over his shoulder, leaning on a 
long stick, accosted us, and in pathetic tones beg¬ 
ged ns to do what we could to restore his children, 
all of whom he said had been taken from him, and 
against his will bound out in apprenticeship. It 
was but one of many similar complaints and inter¬ 
cessions for aid made that day ; but I singled it out 
from the rest on account of what followed. He was 
told to come to the hotel and wait until the close 
of tlie meeting there, and then his case should be 
called to the attention of Gen. Gregory and Judge 
Bond. He came and waited for an opportunity, 
bnt before it offered darkness set in, and I missed 
him ; the old man had left, and I thought sadly of 
the heavy burthen he carried back to his home 
unrelieved. I thought too of a poor woman who 
with a child at her breast had begged me to get 
her other child of seven years which had been 
taken from her, and I thought of another middle- 
aged man who had made the same request with 
regard to two of his children, a boy and a girl. I 
thought of a dozen other cases which I had heard 
of during the day, and I no longer wondered how 
it was that with all the advantages of climate, na¬ 
tural highways of bay and river, immense and 
untold mineral resources, land naturally rich and 
fertile, and all the .advantages which make States 
great and prosperous, Maryland should be covered 
with the mould and mildew of decay, ivied over in 
her ruin, and with the blight of imbecile existence 
upon her. I rather wondered at the long-suffering 
of God that he did not blot her from the map of 
the nation. I no longer wondered that the pros¬ 
perity of other States was denied her, but that with 
such oppressions of the poor God suffered her to 
exist at all. The first sight that greeted me on 
looking from the hotel was the bent form of the 
poor old fellow leaning against a pillar which sup¬ 
ported the veranda of the house. His story in 
brief was that he was old, he didn’t know how old, 
but too old to he able to work much; that ever 
since he was thirty he had been a free man ; that 
twelve years ago his three children had been taken 
away from him against his consent, and in the face 
of all the poor feeble opposition he could make, 
they had been bound out by the Orphan’s Court of 
Dorchester County to a man named Parker ; that 
his eldest son was now over nineteen years of age, 
and the other two boys well grown and able- 
bodied ; that every day he saw his boys wo rk i n g 
in the field when he himself was unable to work, 
the fruits of their labor enriching others, while he
